Up on the receip t of this letter Mr. H arris 
made a quiet canvass and found th a t he would 
have no difficulty in raising the necessary 
$ 140,000. 
Indeed, so p ressing were the de­ 
m ands for stock th at he deemed it w isest to lay 
the m atter before the members of the Real 
E state and Stock exchange at their m eeting this 
m orning, that no one m ight feel « lighted by 
being d barred from subscribing to the stock of 
the p rop osed corp oration. I t was subsequently 
determ ined to hold a p ublic m eeting 
this 
evening also. 
There was a large attendance at the exchange 
this morning. Cap tain H arris took the floor 
and, after reading Mr. Goodin’s letter, he stated 
th a t after he had received the letter he had 
sp oken to several gentlem en about it and that 
about $ 75,000 worth of the stock had been 
already p ledged. 
He said he was glad th at

The exp osition will do more in 
this line than anything else. It will bring the

Twenty coun­ 
ties in Kansas 
and M issouri have already 
signified their intention of m aking county dis­ 
p lays. 
The art dep artm ent will contain the 
finest disp lay of p aintings ever seen outside of 
Philadelp hia; several p ictures will be brought 
from the Paris salon esp ecially for th is exp osition 
I do not exaggerate when I say th a t it will be 
the greatest agricultural exp osition ever held 
in this country.” 
Mr. Wicks, of the exp osition m anagem ent,

Nearly all the p raise 
and incentiv es to m aking the exp osition a suc­ 
cess em anated from citizens of different states, 
while the cit izens of Kansas City watched the

in ­ 
credulous surp rise. Now th a t the citizens have 
taken hold of the m atter, p ublic sp irit and a t­ 
tention will be turned tow ard :the p roject, and 
the citizens will unite in m aking it a suc­ 
cess. If the exp osition building was thrice its 
p resent size it would be unable to accommodate 
all the ap p licants for sp ace,and this was another 
reason

When the p eop le of Kansas City %vvake to the 
fact th a t the exp osition is doing more to ad­ 
vance the interests of th is city than any one 
p roject yet contemp lated, they w ill exert them ­ 
selves to tl:e utm ost to bring about its success.”

RUBBER RAILROAD TIES- 


An In v en tio n D estined 
to 
R ev olutionize 
Itailro ad B uilding in T his C ountry. 
Mr. W . W . Fague, superintendent of th e 
Gulf ro td in this city, has received the following 
letter from a man lu Atchison: “I desire to call 
your attention to ‘Sm ith's Patent Inflated Rail­ 
road T ie,'an inv ention which, after nine yearn 
of labor, I have at lust brought to p erfection. 
This tie is made of airtight rubber, thoroughly 
water 
p roof, 
of 
tho 
same 
length 
and 
size as the ordinary wooden tie. 
When off 
duty or in a state ot rep ose it resembles the left 
leg of a section m an’s overalls, with hip p ocket 
left off, though somewhat longer. At one end is 
an air hole w ith m outh p tece attached, fur­ 
nished with an autom atic shut-off. Through 
this hole the section boss can fill the tie with air 
by 
blowing 
into 
it, and 
at 
the 
p rop er 
inomeut 
the 
autom atic 
shut-off 
throws 
itself 
forward 
and 
rings 
a 
bell, 
as 
a signal th at the tie is p rep ared for business. 
When in a state of collap se, and crossed at each 
end by 00 p ound rail, 1 have found some com­ 
p laint among section men for inflating these 
ties at $ 1.10 p er day—two hundred ties being 
considered a day’s work. In several cases I have 
advised that a jack screw be furnished to raise 
the rail, and then the wages of the men reduced 
in p rop ortion to the service it p erforms. 
“Tho first ties made were defective In having 
the inflating ap p aratus too near the rail. In one 
case four section men were so absorbed in their 
labor, with heads down blowing hard, that they 
failed to notice the ap p roach of a p assenger 
train. 
Two of them had their hair tw isted off 
in the drive wheels ot the engine, and the 
others were 
so 
badly stunned 
that 
they 
had to bo sent to the hosp ital and p ump ed full 
of air before life was restored. Smcc this acci­ 
dent I have great ly imp roved the invention. On 
Kansas roads 1 find one great difficulty to con­ 
tend with. The tiorroding effects of drug store 
whisky, which the section 
men 
drink, is 
carried 
with 
their 
breath 
into 
the 
body of 
the 
tie, and has been known 
to rot out the body oi the tie in less 
than ten 
days. 1 am now at work on a breath filter to be 
used in p rohibition states. My inv ention does 
away w ith all bridge building, as the ties float, 
witli great buoyancy, and also disp enses with 
the necessity of car sp rings, 
as the sp ringy 
foundation up on which the rails are laid p erm its 
no jar ;aud the weary p assenger on the road using 
my tic is carried back by the delightful sensa­ 
tion to boyhood’s days when he slep t next to a 
gable roof on a feather bed two feet thick. My 
ties are p ut up in bales of 800 each. In lroritier 
counties, w’here railroad aid p rop ositions are 
p ending before the p eop le, the moral effect of a 
few bales of these ties p rop erly inflated and 
laid 
down 
never 
fails 
to 
carry 
a bond 
election. 
After the p olls close the wind can be 
liberated and the ties removed. 
“As an all around railroad man I hop e vou will 
at once drop onto the fine p oints of my Inven­ 
tion and encourage a p oor but honest man in 
the bold attem p t to revolutionize railroad build­ 
ing in this country.

DENVER, C ol., Aug, 2 2 .— T he sto ry is 
now told th a t back of the p resent troubles ex­ 
ists a motive for the “white m an’s war” which 


h a s not heretofore been p ublished.

the p resent troubles are tne outgrow th of a 
horse race wdiich was run between the Utes and 
some white men several weeks ago.

known, Colorow and his band own hundreds of 
the sp eediest horses In the West.

There was much rejoicing among the Utes at the 
result of the race, until it was found the p ale 
f a c e s refused to give up their horses. The re­ 
sult was th at at night the Indians broke iuto 
the w hite men's corral, and taking tho lioraes 
t h e y had won made off with them. Then the 
same white men went before the grand jury at 
Meeker and had the Indians arrested for horse­ 
stealing. Thev resisted when the sheriff p ro­

Alway s liv ing 
o utdo o rs and sleeping under the o pen sky , they 
receiv e fro m nature, their o nly master, a sum­ 
mer g arb and a winter g arb. 
The first co nsists 
o f a lig ht co at o f hair, which is v ery thin, and a 
dirty y ello w co lo r; the seco nd is” thick, mo re 
silky , and o f a dark g ray co lo r. 
While they are 
shedding their co ats, which o ccurs in spring 
and autumn, their hair falls o ff in matted lo cks. 
This leav es their skin bare in so me places, mak­ 
ing bro ad black spo ts, which are repulsiv e. 
They nev er g o into a ho use and nev er allo w 
themselv es to be drawn into o ne by either ca­ 
resses o r kind wo rds, no t ev en by tidbits, which 
they eat, nev ertheless, with " av idity , when 
thro wn to them o n the street.

The man o f v ery wide and liberal nature can 
almo st seo in Burns a pictuuro o f the so rt o f 
man who mig ht hav e been o ne o f the twelv e 
apo stles, with the fisherman Peter and Andrew 
and all o thers, who co uld 
understand tho ir 
Master when He fo rg av e 
the Binrier and the 
Mag dalene. 
Burns was alway s true to wo men 
in his sentiment, and no po et has do no so much 
to set her in her true place between her fidelity 
o f nature and her kindness to man. 
When Burns liv ed, Marv , the Queen o f tho 
Sco tch, who had been a Ro man Catho lic, was 
still reg arded as a bad character in Sco tland, 
o ne who had co ntemned the 
kirk and J o hn 
Kno x and had po ssibly co nniv ed at her hus­ 
band’s murder. 
But Burns, when he was called 
upo n to write upo n this wo man, to o k that v iew 
o f her which is no w entertained in all states 
and lands, tho v iew ex pressed by Shilier, later 
than tho times o f Burns, in his drama o f ilai'ia 
Stuart. Say s tho Sco tch po et: 


"The meanest hind in fair Sco tland 
May ro ve their sweet amo ng, 
But I, the queen o f a’ Sco tland. 
Alaun lie in priso n stro ng. 


*T w’as the queen o ’bo nnie France, 
Where happy I hae beo u, 
Full lightly ro se I in the mo rn 
As bly the lie do wh at e’en. 


“And I’m the so vereign o f Sco tland 
Ana mo ny a traito r there, 
Yet here I lay in fo reign lands 
And no ver-emling care.’’ 


Indeed, Burns co mo s v ery near being the as­ 
so ciate o f the celebrated Queen in the hero 
wo rship o f Sco tland.

m entioned. 
Four men sat at the foot of the 
cross and g am bled for His vestments. 
If they 
did not know He was Christ, they did know He 
was a man, and the spectacle of four » oldiers 
g athering at the foot of the cross whereon a 
m an was djing and casting lots for his g ar- 
w enta is only one ilhxstration of the depths of 
infam y into which g umbling will plung e a man. 
‘'Gam bling is one of the m ost terrible vices, 
in tl o categ ory of crime. 
It hardens the heart, 
deadens the feeling , and crushes the finer in- 
Btinets of the soul xinder the iron heel of a so r­ 
did g reed. 
This evil 
is perm eating society . 
K o ta city , town or ham let is 
free from the 
vice. 
Our 
y oung men, som e of our y oimg 
w oiten, too, are tainted w ith the curse.”* The 
preacher said ho doubted the eflicacy of denun­ 
ciation in com bating evils of this character, but 
W'ould endeavor to picture the evil as it was 
and 
show 
its effects upon the individual. 
Money could be lionestly acq uired only by g ift 
or labor. 
The g am bler 
never 
rendered an 
eq uivalent, never received w inning s as a g ift. 
T he loser alway s paid with sincere and nat­ 
ural reluctance. 
‘'A New I'ork club man recently told m e,” 
said Dr. Young , “that a m em ber fell in one of 
the ( lub room s in an apoplf^ctic fir, and wag ers 
were niade upon the chance of his dving or re­ 
covering . 
A phy sician advanced witli the in­ 
tention of bleeding the stricken man, when it 
was obiected that such an interference would 
affect the issue of the b et 
Every device avail­ 
able for the puriKJses of g am bling is em ploy ed, 
and every opportunity for a wag er finds its 
willing accepters.” 
This habit of g ;« iibling , continued the speaker, 
had perm eated the walks of life until hardly one 
was free from i t 
The g oods and objects of 
com mercial exchang e, the very necessaries of 
life, liave become popular means of g ambling . 
End perfectly leg itim ate business could be trans­ 
acted in stocks, but when they were boug ht and 
Bold and possession never transferred, the trad­ 
ing became illeg itimate. It was g am bling to buy 
Biid sell w hat one has never owned and never 
pay s for. 
The principle was not affected by the 
size or character of the stake. 
The boy who 
play s m arbles “for keeps” is in a fair way to 
finish his career on the race course or in the 
g am bling den. 
He is toy ing with the outer edg e 
of a m aelstrom that im perceptibly but inevitabl.y 
sweeps toward its deadly center. 
The prihciple 
was not afi'ected by the object of the g ambling . 
Thoug h in aid of some church or m ission it was 
g ambling , and ju st as vicious. 
Devils laug hed 
w hen'churches resorted to the g am bler’s m ethod 
of supporting themselves. 
If ever a M aster's 
whip of scorn was needed to purg e His temple 
of polluting selfishness that whin was now need­ 
ed to drive the g am blers out of tlie churches. 
Gambling shows its poisonoiia effects not 
only on society but on the individual. 
There 
had boen 81 suicides in one season at Monaco. 
T he m inister was g lad no such record was made 
by America, but if we could look below the 
crust of society we would be horrified at the 
record of hom es m ined and lives blasted by 
g ambling . 
Gambling developed fraud and de­ 
c e it 
It broug ht g ood nam es into disrepute. 
Kven the national g ame, so m anly and healthful 
a sport, so noble in every respect, was followed 
by the jackals of the pool room and g am bling 
den. 
“But of all its evil effects, the w orst is that 
g am bling ruins the victim ’s soul,” continued 
Dr. Yoifing . 
“The g am bler is really play ing a 
g ame with the devil, in which the stAKe is his 
own soul, and the only way in which ho can win 
is by q uitting the g ame. 
'W ith C hrist we win, 
w ith Hatan wo lose. 
And ‘what shall it profit a 
m an if he g ain the whole world and lose his 
own soul’ ” 
The serm on was eloq uently delivered and re- 
ceivi;d close attention. 
At the close of the ser­ 
vice several of the audience thanked Dr. Young 
for the stand ho hsd taken, com mending his 
serm on aS tim ely and ring ing with the proper 
sp irit

Sale ofC ig H rettoi lO lio rs. 
“The extent of the vice cannot be m easured,” 
he said, “and is the cause of more debility 
among y oung boy s, and older ones, too, for that 
m atter, than any thing else. 
It stunts g rowtla, 
weakens the lung s, destroy s tho nerves, and 
breaks down the constitution. 
When boy « are 
g rowing they need all their sti’eng th unim paired, 
but smoking stops i t 
Boy s who smoko soon 
lose all desire for exercise, and become listless, 
pale and m orbid; they can’t study , lose their 
appetites; and their sleep, such‘ as it is, is 
never refreshing . 
The countenance becomes 
pallid, tho ey es dull, and there is a falling off 
in flesh. 
Just think of a mere boy taking this 
poisonous smoko in his lung s, for y ou know the 
chief charm in smoking cig an lt?“ consists in in­ 
haling the smoke. 
I have been called in scores 
of cases to treat lads affected with throat and 
lung diseases and in the m ajority of cases I have 
traced their troubles to cig arette smoking . 
In 
every instance where I have found this to l)o the 
cause I have inform ed the parents of the truestate 
of affairs, except where I saw thei'o was no chance 
to save the boy 's life. 
In such a case as that it 
would have been sheer cruelty and accomplished 
no g ood. 
There is no penalty too severe for 
persons who will sell poison to children, some 
of them hardly more toan infants.” 
“Have cases w here cig aratto smoking was the 
cause of disease or death in larg e boy s or y oung 
men ever come under y our observation?” 
“Yes, I rem em ber distinctly one y oung man 
who had ju st attained his m ajority and come in­ 
to a handsonieproperty —.*^2,500 a y ear or so. Ho 
1 evei 
had no vices t 
lat I ever knew of, except that of 


sleep ; ho became so nervous that the slig htest 
thing would set him off ; he looked like a man 
half dead with consumption, and y et he camo of 
a family that never knew w hat consumption 
was. 
His brain became affected, and was the 
subject of all sort« of hallucinations. 
When I 
was called in ho was too far g one to do any thing 
w ith—he had literally smoked him self to death. 
This was a case w here a man was killed by 
smoking the best q iiality of cig arettes. 
What 
m ust bo tha result, then, w here boy s smoke 
these thing s that are so poisonous that there 
sale oug ht to be classed aa a felony instead of a 
misdemeanory 
I could g o into a technical de­ 
scription of the results of cig arette smoking —of 
tlie effects upon the sy stem —but it is suflicient 
to say that cig ar smoking is beneficial as com­ 
pared 
to 
i t 
In 
smoking 
cig ar­ 
ettes 
tho 
sy stem 
becomes 
fairly 
soaked; 
tho 
smoke 
is 
inhaled, and in a 
confirmed cig arato sm oker y ou can almost see 
the nicotine oozing out of his skin. You can tell 
a cig arette sm oker alm ost aa soon as j’ou set 
y our ey es upon him , and y ou can fimoll him, 
too, several feet away . 
If I had a boy who 
smoked I should insist on him smoking * cig ars 
or a pipe, but a cig arette—never!” 
A tobacco dealer who has a larg e business in 
cig arettes say s that millions of cig arettes are 
mado for wliat is term ed tho “sm all” trade, 
and that the “sm all” trade is that cateied to by 
the proprietors of tho public school stands. 
“Of course,” said ho, “1 don’t like the law be­ 
cause it will cut into my trado some, thoug h not 
much, but it's a g ood thing . 
Even if these boy s 
smoked g ood cig arettes it would’nt do them any 
g ood. 
By g ood cig arettes I mean those made 
from the best tobacco. 
B ut the averag e cig ar­ 
ette sold at these public school stands is poison 
itself. 
Would y ou liko to know how they 're 
made? 
Well, I,ll tell y ou. 
Haven’t y ou noticed 
boy s and old men and old women hunting in 
the g utters for ‘snipes? 
A ‘snipe,’ as I presum e 
every body knows, is the stub of a cig ar which 
has been thi*own away by the smoker. 
All 
sorts of men smoke cig ars—well men and sick 
m en; men with every imag inable kind of disease 
—and the stub they throw away is naturally 
soaked with their saliva. 
There are all sorts 
of diseases in those stubs, and y ou would feel 
like thrashing tho life out of y our boy should 
y ou see him snatch one of them from the g utter 
and smoke i t Yet these same stui is are sold to ci­ 
g arette m anufacturers v.'hosoak them in various 
sorts of liq uids until they assume the proper 
color; then they are chopped up and made into 
cig arettes. 
Tho best cig arettes have a tobacco 
thread 
which 'ru ns throug h from 
one end 
to tho other, but these snide cig arettes, y ou 
will notice, aro composed mainly of finely 
chopped tobacco—such as y ou will find in the 
ordinary 5 cent cig ar. 
There are cig arette fac­ 
tories in this city which make these cheap and 
Ì 
oisonons rolls smoked by tho boy s, but New 
ork, Phihiaelphia and Baltimore are the homes 
of tho cig arette factories. 
These cig arettes, 
liko cig ars, are often made in tonement houses, 
where all sorts of diseases aro prevalent, and 
the men, boy s and g irls, and women who mako 
them may have scrofula, or leprosy , or even 
worse. 
If tho boj's who smoko these cig arettes 
could only see thè hands that m ake them they 
would let them alone. 
Good cig arettes—the 
pure ones, composed entirely of sweet tobacco 
—are made principally by g irls, whose deft and 
lig htning fing ers aro as clean as any body could 
wish. 
D rum m ers for these suitle 
cig arette 
houses make it a busines« to offer inducements 
to keepers of small stands near public schools 
to handle their g oods, and, of course, as these 
storekeepers make money by handling such 
lines, they never care w hetlier the article is 
pure poison or only partly so. ” 
“Why doesn’t tile g ovem m ent ])revent the 
m anufacture and sale of these cig arettes? 
Isn’t 
there a rig id inspection?” 
The dealer shrug g ed his shoulders ex press­ 
ively . 
“Why . isn’t, there a rig id inspection of 
tiio viie liq uors mado, or the still viler cig ars? 
Bad cig ars kill nearly as many people as bad 
whisky , thoug h y ou don't have the effects y >re- 
senled to y our notice in such a realistic and 
startling manner. 
You had better w rite to 
W ashing ton if y ou want an answer to that 
q uestion;”

red and blue moonstones, with a tiny Rhine­ 
stone spear, drag on flies with silver flag ree 
wing s, bees set with g arnets, little topazes, and 
flour de lis of pearls. 
The newest are a pair of 
lady bug s of red and black enamel, with g olden 
leg s and antennsB. 
liubics are extrem ely popular for ring s; sot 
with two diamonds of e'q ual size on either side. 
These are eet in three way s, diag onally across 
the ring , straig ht across, or in perpendicular 
lino. 
This last g ives g reater appearance of 
slenderness to the hand. 
Two other new fan­ 
cies in ring s are a larg e shield of g old, which 
has a narrow lig ht ring , tho shield being thin 
and beaten into roug h archaic fig ure in relief. 
The other is a larg e oblong turq uoise set 
around with a double edg e of very small dia­ 
monds. 
Turq uoise ueclilacos ai-o com ing into 
favor. 


A TOUR OF ALASKA. 


N otes of a S um m er T rip to O ur N o rth ern­ 
m ost T erritory , 
Alaska—a word that once stood for the hy per­ 
borean reg ions somewhere between civilization 
and the North pole. 
An inaccessible province 
of liussia—the home of the Indian, the seal, 
and the otter—reached only by half a y ear’s 
overland travel on sled and snowshoes, or nine 
m onths’ dang erous navig ation amid shoals, ice­ 
berg s and q uicksands—unm easured rocks and 
unfathom ed channels—tho voy ag e only of reck­ 
less adventurers, bold huntors, and daring ex­ 
plorers. 
Such was tho uninviting reputation of 
this northern reg ion less than half a century 
ag o. 
Now we define Alaska as a northern ter­ 
ritory of the United States, of easy access, rich 
in minerals, lum ber, and furs, inhabifrad by a 
mixed population of whites and Indians, full of 
energ y and enterprise, with palatial steam boats 
suffling its waters from Tong as to C hilcat;and 
railroads so inter.secting the adjoining territo­ 
ries as to make this trip easy , thoroug hly com­ 
fortable, and in every sense one of the most 
cnjoj'abie for tourists in the whole world. 
No such scenei'y is to bo found elsewhere,— 
not ovon in the Alps,—and when y ou stand be- 
foi-e that curious phenom enon of nature, the 
M uir Glacier, over two miles wide, 450 foot 
hig h, and extending back as far as the ey e can 
reach, decked in its various shades of blue, 
from the deepest ultram arine to tho lig htest 
sky tint, a sense of g randetir and aAve takes the 
place of breathless adm iration that its first 
sig ht eng endered. 
The trip from San Francisco to Alaska is not 
only desirable and pleasurable, but it is the 
dutj’ of every American to have seen these 
snow m onoliths at least once before he g oes 
abroad and pay s tribute of adm iration to the 
m ountains of Switzerland. 
JIammoth g laciers aro very num erous in 
Alaska, and even distant ones seen from the 
8teamei’’s deck aro readily disting uished from 
the adjacent hills. 
Some have the peculiarity , 
which is only found in Norway and tho polar 
reg ions, of erecting themselves on the w ater’s 
edg e, whereas those on tho Alps aro all inland, 
more or less covered with soil and veg ota.tion, 
and have not the starding boldness, the cry stal 
brilliancy , or fascinating boauty of either the 
M urr or the Schuttze g laciers' Sitka itself is 
old, and except tho Greek church there is 
nothing of special interest in the city . 
There 
are plenty of Aleut ludians and Indian cabins, 
all very ordiuary wooden building s, and dirty 
as usual. 
Into these shanties, however, tho 
relic-huntors (mostly women) dash with g reat 
speed, lest others should g ot ahead and buy up 
tho b est Silver bracelets (probably made in Con­ 
necticut,) horn spoons, basket woVk and pieces 
of very inferior wood carving , constitute their 
stock in trade, and as it is oblig atory upon 
every female passeng er to buy as many of these 
as she can pay for, tlie arrival of the steam er is 
tho occurring bonanza for which tho native 
population live and w ait 
The environs of 
Sitka are exti'emoly picturesq ue, a g roup of 
wooded islands are' situated at tho entrance of 
an excellent and well sheltered harbor, and 
about half a mile distant, Indian river empties 
into the bay . 
This is a small stream m eander­ 
ing throug h the forest, with occasional cas­ 
cades and rustic bridg es, along which wo were 
invited to stroll, and did for a mile with 
thoroug h enjoy m ent of its tropical wildness 
and unbroked solitude. 
The commercial value 
of Sitka can not bo of any im portance to the 
United States, for it certainly produces nothing 
and im ports nothing , except a few furs. 
There 
are two or tliroe stores there which supply tho 
inhabitants with the necessaries of life, and a 
m issiouary ostablishm ent for the evang elical 
training of such y oung Aleuts as are willing to 
bo trained. 
We left Sitka in the afternoon, and the next 
m orning at early dawn beg an to pass floating 
ice in lum ps from three to twenty feet in di­ 
am eter, and occasionally a larg er flake. 
These 
lum ps of ice can scarcely be dig nifled as ice­ 
berg s, thoug h they were so called, They were, 
of course, only fallen frag m ents from a neig h­ 
boring g lacier, and aro properly Sce-floats.” 
At about o o’clock wo came in sig ht of the 
Muir g lacier, which presented a solid wall across 
tho bay , white, 
massive, 
and 
majestic. 
It 
seemed in its cold g randeur like the repose of 
some m onster beast not vst wakened from its 
nig ht’s shim ber. 
At 0 o’clock we anchored, and 
tho passeng ers were landed on tho adjacent 
shore, when a stampede at once beg an for tho 
g lacier, and every soul climbed its rug g ed sides. 
This feat involved neither risk nor dang er, tho 
surface was roug h, sometimes g ravelly , oc­ 
casionally muddy , and often steep, but alway s 
perfectly aftfe except from the possible conse­ 
q uences 
of 
a 
bruised 
knee 
or 
a 
sprained ankle, and tho proof of this is that 
every body climbed aa hig h as they could g o, and 
all g ot down and back to the stoauior w ithout a 
sing le accident 
Standing below and looking 
up into the face of that sliim m ering mass, ono 
is reminded of the flig ht of tho Israelites, the 
parting of the waters of tho lied sea, and the 
fate of Pharoah. 
The creeping of g laciers is an 
established fact in phy sical history , and this one 
is said to bo a living one, advancing at tho rate 
of fifteen inches a y ear, but it encroaches no 
further on the sea,, and ne ^ r advances bey ond 
its present boundary , because the tem perature 
of tlio water is so much warm er than the ice, 
that as it crawls into the sea, it perpetually 
melts beloAv and breaks off abovo. 
The break­ 
ing and falling of the ieo is accompanied l>y de- 
toiiating reportii, and is an interesting sig ht to 
witness. 
Sometimes a small piece of only a few 
pounds and other times tho face of a whole es­ 
carpm ent, weig hing tons, now a projection, 
g ives way , and then a peak topples over, oil of 
which keeps up an ag itated sea at its base with 
mimic waves. 
We left reluctantly in the afternoon, and all 
stood on deck watching the curious phenom ­ 
enon, and hoping to see it ag ain, until dis­ 
tance and nig ht hid it from sig ht. 
This was 
decidedly the g reat day of the whole trip, and if 
the steam ship company , consulting tho pleas­ 
ure of their passeng ers', would g ivo them more 
g laciers and less Indian villag es, the popular ­ 
ity of theso voy ag es would 
be g reatly en­ 
hanced. 
Juneau is another but larg er Indian villag e, 
characteristically dirty and with the identical 
“relics” wo saw at Wrang el and Sitka—alway s 
tho same except that here a white man had a 
vast collection of them in an upper floor, to 
which em porium of curious every one went and 
ever}'one boug ht loads of thing s that were both 
ug ly and tiaeless. 
This was the farthest point 
north that we reached, and here on the 1 Sth 
of Juno 
the sun did not set until 0: «r>. and 
rose ag ain at 2:ii0. 
Of course it was twilig ht 
between sunset and sunrise, and wo read com­ 
fortably on deck until 11 o’clock.

Fly catchers have a busy time of it in Paris 
just now. 
The calling is not a recog nized or 
classified one, nor do parents as a rule bring 
their sons up to it. 
B ut there arc hundreds of 
experienced hands employ ed at it during the 
dog day s, and a g ood haul of flies is often 
profitable enoug h, 
The fly catcher is g enerally a d ccla i^a c 
or a 
g ood-for-nothing rascal from 
the suburban 
lanes and alley s, who does not want to leave 
Paris, and is too lazy to g o into the country for 
the hay making or the harvesting . 
Sometimes 
ho is a person who unites in him self a variety 
of calling s, being by turns a corner errand run­ 
ner, a bootblack, a dog shaver and clipper, or 
even skfro tteu r or floor waxer out of employ ­ 
m ent 
His mo d u s o p fra n d i 
is as follows: 
He takes 
a tolerably larg o-sized box with a little hole in 
its top, and stations him self outside a g rofior’s 
shop*v.’here the wing ed insects aro busily buz­ 
zing ag ainst tho window panes on tho lookout 
for stray drops of molassas or chance g rains of 
brown sug ar. 
Theso the catcher dexterously 
im prisons in his palm, in the schoolboy fasJiion 
and, dislocating some of their antenrije, puts 
them into his box. 
Sometimes he is allowed to 
pursue his calling inside the shop when cus­ 
tom ers are not num erous, and is thus enabled 
to fill his box with celerity . 
After a few hours of this exciting kind of 
sport ho g oes off with his spoil and disposes of 
it to the people who sell or keep birds.

'J’hey often pay so g ood a 
price to the fly catcher for his spoil that he is 
enabled to g o home aftor a tuccessful day with 
ample means in his pocket to defray the cost of 
beef and board for half a week In ono of his 
ding y haunts.

ITALIAN SCHOOLS. 


T he M ost P o p ular B ranch es of Study —E arly 
I.ll« o fth e Scholar—Tlie F uuisliinents. 
A correspondent of tho Albany 
Jo u rn n l 
writ<?8; In Italy until six or seven y ears of ag e, 
the sexes are educated tog ether, then separated, 
and not until com-tship and m arriag e does cus­ 
tom allow tliem ag ain to associate tog ether. 
The g irl is placed in a parochial school whcr« 
art and modern lang uag es are taug ht. 
Musiii 
ranks before painting , and in lang uag es, aftor 
Italian, Freq ch, Spanish, German and Eng liwh 
is the order of favor. 
French is considered 
essential to all. 
Tho ladies who speak each 
fluently are plentiful. 
To complete her course, 
in all of which relig ion has taken an imi)ortant 
place, a y ear or two in a convent school,* under 
strict disci])line, is the common practice. 
On 
the street she is alway s accompanied by a rehv- 
tivo and maid, and when asked to ride' out or 
attend a concert by a g entleman friend, tlie 
m other inevitably g oes along . 
The boy is fitted for a professional, military , 
^iid oftener a business life. 
Gy mnastics and 
m ilitary drill have larg ely superseded relig ion, 
and tho public schools of Itsily ai-e as non-sec­ 
tarian as ours. 
Yet a priest of experience in 
discipline and teaching is often charg ed with 
an entire institiition. 
But, in influence, the 
g overnm ent insists on the pre-eminence of the 
civil over the 
ecclesiastical, 
llie ti;acher» , 
thoug h in g eneral respectfully silent, infre­ 
q uently by some rem ark or g esture, express 
tlieir contompt for the church and clerg y of 
Home. 
Infidelity is the natural result, and the 
rising g eneration is apt to follow its toachers. 
The schoole strictly public, supported by m u­ 
nicipal taxes and asi.iall fee, are: Tho g y mna­ 
sium where the clas.uc rudim ents are taug ht, 
and the ly ceum prenared for, from which the 
university is enteretV, and the t<ichnical schools 
and institutes, q ualify ing for a business life. 
Instruction is reg ulated by the m inisterial de­ 
partm ent of education at liome. 
Tho g raded 
sy stem prevails. 
Tlio class-rooms aro small, 
tlie desks old-fashioned and long enoug h for 
four pupils, 
the benches narrow, and without 
backs, placed far enoug h apart to lot those who 
sit in tho center g o out w itliout disturbing tho 
others. 
Great stress is laid on reg ular attendance, 
and those pupils who are not on hand at roll- 
call are prom ptly sent for and fined unless a 
very g ood oxtMise for absence can be furnished. 
School hours are the same as in this country . 
An hour is the reg ular time for recitations to 
la st 
Each of the teachers has one or 
two 
b p nch es, which he teaches consecutively to 
different classes. 
The pupils rise 
when ho 
enters or leaves the room. 
Some time is spent 
reviewing and asking q uestions. 
As 
oach 
pupil’s name is called he rises and tells w hat ho 
knows of a pra*ticular part of tho lesson. 
Ex­ 
ercises in French and Italian g ram m ar aro cor­ 
rected and compositions read once or twice a 
week. 
Tho pupils arc drilled, their memories 
cultivated, and poetry and tributary rivers, as of 
the l ‘o or Danubo, memorized. 
To punish is 
considered beneath the dig nity of a full-fledg ed 
professor. 
When disorder or failure occurs at 
recitation, the offenders aro sent to a man called 
“censor o f discipline ” who sits in the room for 
study and has them reimpn standing before 
him for the rest of the hour. 
The censor is 
usually destitute of tender feeling s, seldom im­ 
partial, and is apt to become hig h tempered and 
vindictive. 
In larg e or boarding -schools he has 
a few assistants. 
Punishm ent, never corporal, 
consists in ex tra hisks, deprival of liberty at 
noon,« oniotimes with loss of dinner or a'few 
hours’ incarceration in a dark room at the close 
of the day ’s session. 
Tho sag acious boy who 
g oes to school w ithout his lesson is apt to take 
a crust of l)read in his pocket 
In boarding schools g reat dependence is 
placed 
on 
depriving 
tho 
neg lig ent 
and 
unruly 
of 
the 
moro 
palatable 
dishes 
at 
meals—ono 
course off for each of­ 
fense is the g eneral Iplan. |T he boy s march into 
tho dining room, by classes, in sing le file, and 
sit on one side only of each side of the long , 
narrow tables. 
Before each course is served, 
the censor reads tho names of those wlio are 
not to partake of it 
According ly they rise ami 
stand back until the rest have e.i'ten. 
Teachers 
are sometimes evaded. 
The forbidden money 
is hid between the leaves of unsearched vol­ 
umes or a ro])o islet down to a street vender at 
nig ht from tho dorm itory windows. 
Tho bovs 
look well fed and healthy , and tho case miKlit 
be far otherwise did tliey content themselves 
with the meag er diet of tho schools, 
Tho 
boarding schools usually unite the 
g y m naM ium , 
^ h nic iu and preparatory m ilitary or naval dtv- 
J^rtm ents, ana are larg el'y patronized by lead­ 
ing families, Avho aro not'far from rig ht in be­ 
lieving that tho discipline is well calculated to 
mako them value and appreciate their homes.

T h e E x p o r ts o f th e U n ite d Sta to n Iv a pldly 
lu c r e

“We have chang ed ti e old sty lo of carry ing 
on the cutlery business,” said a m anufacturer 
recently to a reporter for tho Xi’tlla u d Kj-p r-^s. 
“Instead of im porting knives, scissorw, razors, 
shears and scy thes, we aro now exporting them. 
You will now find various tools, such as saws, 
chisels and planes, of American make in many 
of tho larg o warehouses of Eng lish cities.” 
“In the m anufacture of what kind of cutlci-y 
do Americans excely ” 
“Knife blades, razor blades and axes. 
In the 
latter the United States havo mnde such ad­ 
vances that they excel all other countries ex 
cepting , perhaps, Canada. 
In 18 72 there was 
im ported into tho country cutlery to the value 
of i}!lU,r>()0,(K)0, which was '.‘Ut down to 
(M)6 in lNS‘2. 
In ls s 2 about .*^^7.'">(>,(>(K) worth 
of domestic g oods were sent abroad. 
Ijist y ear 
the imi» orta wore less than 
and the 
exports were more than ,f2,000,(MM). 
Good table knives aro made of iron and steel 
welded tog ether. 
The blade is of steel and the 
shoulders and the part that g oes into the lian- 
dle, called technically the tiing , nre of iron. 
The blade is mado from sheet or cast steel, the 
tang is forg ed from bar-iron. 
Knife blades and 
other small articles are usually forced into 
shape while still attached to ihe bar, which 
serves for the workmen to hold them by . 
Two 
men aro employ ed in forg ing sucii work. 
T'he 
principal workman, or foreman aa he is some­ 
times called, has a small ham mer of from two 
to four pounds in weig ht, while tho ham mer ­ 
man wields the sledg e ham mer, weig hing from 
ten to fifty pounds. 
The foreman directs the 
liammerman, whoso blows merely follow those 
of tho small directing hammer. 
In drawing 
down or reducing a bar both in leng th and 
width tho flat face of the ham mer is used, but 
when tho leng th or breadth only is to bo ex­ 
tended the narrow edg e of the ham mer is used. 
“Tlio cavity in the razor blade is made by 
ham m ering tlie blatle on a small round-faced 
anvil. 
Tho notch or nail hole in a penknife is 
struck with a chisel.” 
“Arc cheap knives mado in the same manner 
as the moro expensive?” 
“No, common knives aro made entirely of 
iron, and the difference in price arises* ni>t 
merely from tho dilferenco in Uie cost of mate­ 
rial but from the g reater faciJitv of working . 
Forks aro w roug ht into shape as tlioug h a sing le 
prong was all that was necessary . 
I'liey are 
then shaped out with a stamj)ing die.” 
“Is not g rinding and polishing a very inju- 
”'ous work to the men employ ed? 
*Yes, on account of the particles of steel 
which enter tho nostrils of tho working men 
and which cause most painful irritation and 
P 
roduce a disease called g rinder’s asthma, 
ew g rinders live to be over forty y ears of ag o. 
Many experim ents havo been tried to remedy 
this evil. 
A mag netic 
m outhpiece was in­ 
vented, but for some renson or other tho men 
will not Vi'ear it 
A revolving fan to create a 
current and carry off tho dust is Bucce.ssful, 
but even this tho*men oppose.”

In the west tho female doctor, liko the 
female farm er, is g rowing up with the country , 
and if she proves herself a woman of sense and 
understanding she is consulted in cases of ill­ 
ness, and her advice received w'ith respect and 
followed with obedience. 
In the east, while not 
« xactly on the same plane with the male practi­ 
tioner, y et her skill is freely acknowledg ed and

g les out, and wo make, take it all in all. a nice 
round sum of money each y ear. 
One tiling we 
do dislike, thoug h, and that is to collect our bills. 
But, looking at th at in a philosophical lig ht, 
the princii>al reason for disliking to collect bills 
is the fear of losing patients. 
No pun indeed,” 
laug hed the lady , “or fun either.
